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CSULB shuttles change route 


‘Students can now 
access three 
all-campus trippers.

- The shuttle services may not be a 
group of young British boys with charm- 
ing smiles, but they have all started to go 
in one direction around campus. 

In an effort to save money and time, 
Cal State Long Beach Shuttle Services 
now consists of three all-campus trip-

campus, CSULB Alternative Transporta- 
tion Coordinator Elissa Thompson said. 

The shuttles stop 14 times at popular 
campus locations like Brotman Hall, the 
Walter Pyramid and the Art Annex. Ac- 
cording to Thompson, this schedule re- 
places the old route that consisted of two 
west shuttles and two east shuttles. One 
of the shuttles was cut from service. 

“One of the benefits of the all-cam- 
pus tripper is that it better serves the 
entire campus,” Thompson said. “Re- 
gardless of where you find a parking 
space, you can park anywhere on this 
campus, and the shuttle will take you 
anywhere on the campus.” 

Thompson said that previously, if a 
student parked on the west side of cam- 
pus but had a class on the east side, they 


would have to change shuttles to get 
there, which was less efficient. The same 
was true traveling from east to west. 

The three shuttles now all travel 
along the same route, dropping stu- 
dents off on the same side of the street. 

Thompson said that this schedule 
should not only allow for easier trans- 
portation, but safer travel. When stu- 
dents used to take the west route, they 
would be dropped off on the side of the 
street opposite to the school, which 
meant they would have to cross the 
road before entering CSULB again. 

Those same students will now al- 
ways find themselves on campus the 
moment they step off the shuttle.

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Foreign

International students 
are restricted from 
preregistering.

Growing up in Sweden, journalism 
major Kim Nordlund always dreamt of 
living in Los Angeles. As a member of 
the Cal State Long Beach’s University 
Study. at the Beach program, Nord- 
lund got her chance this year, but the 
struggle to find classes may force her 
to return home earlier than planned. 

International students who at- 
tend CSULB through the University 
Study at the Beach (USB) Program are 
barred from preregistering for classes, 
according to the program’s website. 

Instead, they are required to go to 
classes on the first day and hope to find 
open seats. In order to retain their F-1 
international student status, interna- 
tional students are required to register 
for a minimum of 12 units. 

However, between the shortage of 
classes and severe cuts to the school’s 
budget, finding the classes Nordlund 
needs has not been an easy task. 

“We were told the program could 
not assure us that we would get all 
the classes we wanted, so I was pretty 
clear about that,” Nordlund said. “But 
the problem has been getting any 
classes.” 

According to David Dowell, vice 
provost for planning and budgets and 


_ director of strategic. planning, the 


overall number of students on campus 
has increased by 1,500 this semester. 

“We accepted more students be- 
cause we will be closed to spring ad- 
missions and because of the fee rev- 
enue that additional students bring,” 
Dowell said. 

According to Dowell, adding students

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Cal State Long Beach senior chosen 
to work on Capitol Hill for fall 2012 


John Sellers will 
intern for 11 weeks 
in Rep. Brian Bilbray’s 
office.

John Sellers isn’t old enough to 
work in Congress, yet the Cal State 
Long Beach senior will be able to 
work on Capitol Hill with the House of 
Representatives this fall. 

Sellers, a 23-year-old senior who 
left for Washington, D.C. on Aug. 27, 
will spend 11 weeks working full-time 
in the office of a U.S. House Repre- 
sentative as part of his internship with 
the Panetta Institute’s Congressional 
Internship Program. 

Sellers began his internship with 
a two-week orientation at Cal State 
Monterey Bay, where he learned from 
elected officials, government staff and 
policy experts: 

The program invites one student 
from each of the 23 Cal State Univer- 
sity campuses and two students from 
Santa Clara and Dominica universities 
each year to participate. The only uni- 
versity not represented this year is Cal 
State Fullerton. 

President F. King Alexander 
said Panetta and CSU Chancellor

Charles B. Reed selected five or six 
candidates to represent CSULB. UI- 
timately, Alexander made the final 
decision based upon the student’s 
academic achievements and interest 
in politics. 

“I interviewed John and thought 
he’d be a good candidate,” Alexander 
said. “He wanted to go there for the 
right reasons. He wants to absorb as 
much as he can and apply it to the rest 
of his career.” 

Sellers said the courses he took at 
CSULB gave him his foundation for 
Washington, D.C. 


“T would-have been blind going into 
this ifit wasn’t for Long Beach,” he said. 

Sellers will work with U.S. Rep. 
Brian Bilbray (R-San Diego). The 
CSULB student said that he and Bil- 
bray share the same party affiliation 
and views on health care, economics 
and education. 

Bilbray participates in the Energy 
and Commerce Committee and the 
Republican Policy Committee. He 
also works as the Chairman of the Im- 
migration Reform Caucus. 

Sellers said he will work on small- 
er tasks, like logging constituents 
and correspondence, answering the 
phone, giving Capitol tours, research- 
ing for legislation and answering any 
questions that arise. 

“His initiative will determine what 
he’ll be doing here in D.C.,” Fred 
Tayco, communications director for 
Bilbray, said. “We don’t just have a 
slot for [interns] to fill, but rather we 
want them to. work towards their fu- 
ture career.” 

Sellers said after completing his in- 
ternship and graduating from CSULB, 
he is open to what the future may have 
in store. He said he is considering the 
possibility of going to law school or 
even staying in D.C., but as of right 
now, he is just happy testing things 
out. 

“T just have a big desire to explore 
more,” Sellers said. “From there I’ll 
work hard and get all I can out of my 
experiences.” 
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There are mixed opinions on 
whether these changes will actually 
help students get to their destination. 

Dontay Carter, an African studies 
major, said he’s concerned that cutting 
back one shuttle will lead to longer 
travel times to get to class. 

“Just yesterday, I was on a shuttle that 
broke down,” Carter said. “There was 
little air conditioning, and we had to wait 
for another one and another driver. To 
cut back any ... shuttles than what ‘we 
already had is already an inconvenience.”

in such a situation a few years ago may 
have posed an issue, but with recent 
cuts to state funding, revenues from 
student registration fees actually help 
avoid extreme measures, including 
layoffs. 

Dowell said that while this year’s 
waitlists for classes-have been no lon- 
ger than usual, there have been classes 
in such departments as biology, phys- 
ics, chemistry, math and family and 
consumer sciences that have had wait- 
lists of 50 or more students. 

Jinam Park, a senior community 
health education major and interna- 
tional student from South Korea, said 
though he is not part of the USB Pro- 
gram, he saw signs of the student in- 
crease first-hand in his health science 
301 class. 
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Thompson said that Parking and 
Transportation Services eliminated 
one shuttle from the schedule to save 
money, but she still believes that the 
new route will better serve students. 

Rachel Keefer, a health science ma- 
jor, said she would be willing to take 
any shuttle as long as its reliable. 


“To find a parking spot, I usually 


park super far behind the [Student Rec- 
reation and Wellness Center],” Keefer 
said. “Ifa shuttle can get me up there, 
I'd prefer that to sweating a lot.” 

Students can use www.csulbshut- 
tle.com to see a live map that tracks 
exactly where the shuttles are and how 
many seats they have open. 


“There were over 20 people lined up 
trying to add the class,” Park said. 

Maryam Abdulahi, a freshman an- 
thropology major, said she was also 
concerned by the number of people 
waiting to add classes. 

“T was lucky because I got all the 
classes that I wanted,” Abdulahi 
said, “but when I saw the number of 
[students trying to add], I thought, 
‘That might be me next semester or 
next year,’ and that got me kind of 
scared.” 

According ‘to Dowell, Abdulahi’s 
concerns are not unwarranted. The 
university may face severe shortage of 
classes in the future if Proposition 30 
does not pass, Dowell said. 

Prop. 30 includes Gov. Jerry 
Brown’s tax initiative, which main- 
tains funding to California school sys- 
tems. If the initiative doesn’t pass, the 
CSU would take a $250 million trigger 
cut to its budget. 
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State’s emission rule could cost universities millions 


The bill aims to cut 
down greenhouse gas 
emissions.

California public universities are 
faced with a dilemma: lose their carbon 
and greenhouse gas emissions or lose 
their green. 

Assembly Bill 32, also known as 

“the 2006 Global Warming Solutions 
Act, set a goal to reduce California 


greenhouse gas (GHG) emissions 
to 1990 levels within the next eight 
years. 

Campuses, such as University of 
California, Los Angeles; University 
of California, Irvine; San Diego State 
University; and San Jose State Univer- 
sity are in jeopardy of paying compli- 
ance costs if they do not meet the stan- 
dards that AB 32 has established. 

According to the state’s website, the 
bill requires large industrial sources 
to report and verify their GHG emis- 
sions. 

The bill has also adopted a “cap- 
and-trade program” that went into ef- 
fect January 2012, which places a cap 
on the amount of carbon emissions 
and progressively lowers the cap until 


2020. 

Companies that do not lower their 
emissions will be forced to pay a fee or 
purchase “carbon credits” equal to the 
emissions under the cap. The price of 
these carbon credits has not been an- 
nounced yet. 

According to Cal State University 
Spokesman Erik Fallis, Cal State Long 
Beach does not fall under the cap and 
trade provisions. 

Fallis also said via email that out 
of the 23 CSU campuses, only SDSU, 
SJSU, Cal State Fullerton and Cal State 
Channel Islands will be affected by the 
legislation. ; 

The estimated cost for the CSU sys- 
tem to comply with AB 32 could be be- 
tween $3 and $7 million but the price 


could be considerably higher, accord- 
ing to Fallis, 

Fallis said due to a decline in state 
support since 2007-08 and a lingering 
potential trigger. cut to. the system’s 
budget, the CSU has been in discus- 
sions with state officials, attempting to 
persuade the legislature to reconsider 
these measures. 

Junior and liberal studies major 
Melany Ramirez said the legislation 
comes during a very harsh time for stu- 
dents. , 

“The law is not only going to affect 
institutions but also the students who 
have been dealing with budget cuts, tu- 
ition increases and cuts on resources,” 
Ramirez said.

CSULB ranks among the top for aw 


Minorities earned 
54 percent of B.A. 
degrees in 2010-11.

Cal State Long Beach ranked ninth in 
the nation last week for awarding bac- 
calaureate degrees to minority students. 

In the year of 2010-11, minorities 
earned 54 percent of all bachelor’s de- 
grees awarded at CSULB, according to 
this year’s listing of the “Top 100 De- 
gree Producers” by Diverse: Issues in 
Higher Education magazine. 

Last year, CSULB was ranked .10th 
in the nation. 

“We are over the national average, 
and we are at our all-time high [gradu- 
ation] rate for every ethnicity and ev- 
ery group,” CSULB President F. King 
Alexander said. “Our commitment to 
maintaining that is being indicated in 
this ranking.” 

Diverse: Issues in Higher Education 
ranked CSULB as first in awarding 
undergraduate degrees to minority stu- 
dents in three different major areas — 
family and consumer sciences, English 
language and literature and the visual 
and performing arts. ; 

CSULB was also placed in the top 10 
for six other individual disciplines. 

Senior communications major Juan 
Carlos Pereyra said the diversity found 
on and off campus made CSULB a bet- 
ter place to study. ; 

“Long Beach is and always has been 
my home,” Pereyra said. “Here, what 
is being referred to as the ‘minority’ is 
probably the majority, and I think that 
that makes this city a far better place.” 


Santiago said he does not see why CSU 
campuses would need to cut down on 
carbon emissions because the energy 
input and output of the-system amounts 
to little. 

“I think this new law is unneces- 
sary since us, as students, are already 
paying a lot of people money, and 
putting less money in our education 
is not going to help us succeed,” San- 
tiago said. 3 

Ruben Garcia, senior biology major, 
also expressed concern for the law’s 
timing. 

“Our economy is still in a recession, 
and California itself is facing a huge 
deficit,’ Garcia said. “Cutting more 
money from schools is just going to 
make everything worse.” 


arding degrees to minorities 
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Cal State Long Beach was recognized for awarding more than half of its bachelor’s degrees to minorities in 2010-11, particularly for 
those studying family and consumer sciences, English language and literature and the visual and performing arts. 


Alexander said no ethnic boundaries 
exist between students at CSULB. 

“What you see is a student population 
that looks like the United Nations,” he 
said. “I tell people off-campus, ‘If you 
want to have hope for the future just 
walk onto our campus. They function 
the way you hope society would func- 


tion. It’s wonderfully accepting.” 

By actively targeting low-income 
groups, CSULB helps to ensure that 
underrepresented students get an op- 
portunity for higher education, Alex- 
ander said. 

Through the Long Beach College 
Promise, CSULB automatically ad- 


mits any eligible Long Beach Unified 
School District graduates to the univer- 
sity. Over the past few years, the Long 
Beach Unified School District has sent 
66 percent of its students to college, and 
today it’s almost 74 percent, according 
to Alexander. 

CSULB also offers an early start 


program to assist students coming from 
overcrowded high schools. 

“Tt’s not just one thing we do; it’s a 
very comprehensive approach,” Alex- 
ander said. “It’s a target on low-income, 
and we believe this is the most effective 
way. In targeting low-income students, 
we believe we are helping all students.”

meals, and gradually, the weight started 
to. come off from his diet alone.

In spring 2012, Ortiz learned of the

Contest” from Cervantes’s father, who 
suggested he enter. 

In order to enter the contest, Ortiz 
wrote an essay about his transforma- 
tion. When he moved on to the national 


round he competed against 9 others in 
Las Vegas on Aug. 9 and triumphed 
when the crowd cheered for him most. 

Ortiz won the contest and $10,000 
prize. He first used the money to pay off 
his credit card debt. 

Now, working 40 hours a week as a 
software test engineer intern for Cisco, 
he said he will use the rest to buy him- 
self a new red convertible Mustang next 
week for his birthday. , 

Ortiz’s successful weight loss did not 
come easily. There were many setbacks, 
such as having pneumonia last summer 
and breaking his leg two months ago. 

Just a few days ago, Ortiz started 
working out his legs again. Despite the 
agonizing pain from the stretch alone, 
Ortiz never once complained about his 
leg throughout the grueling workout. 

“T call him Mr. Wayne, because in 
the last Batman movie, Mr. Wayne got 
injured and went away for awhile, then 


came back ... and it boosts his ego,” Or- 
tiz’s friend Arturo Magana said. . 

Although Ortiz’s dramatic transfor- 
mation is astounding to all, he still has 
not had a “shining moment” through- 
out the process. 


“We're still working on it,’ Ortiz 


said. “The highlight will be when I am 
completely comfortable with taking my 
shirt off at the beach.” 

Not only did Ortiz’s body ‘change, 
but his focus on life changed as well. 
He said he became more focused in 
school and has gained more confidence, 
which helped him land his internship. 

In giving advice to others looking to 
lose weight, Ortiz said they should turn 
to their friends and loved ones for help.

Bill Nye is a science guy who knows what he is talking about 


We all remember the show and song, right? 

Bill Nye “The Science Guy” would perform 
experiments and teach science to us kids while 
we unknowingly learned.

‘The Possession’ is unoriginal but has fun scares 


The film has an obvi- 
ous plot, but some 
good effects and 
creepy scares.

Demon possession has become one 
of the most overused plots in modern 
horror. Every couple of months a new 
movie is released involving an exor- 
cism or a creepy possessed kid. 

Ole Bornedal’s film, “The Pos- 
session” brings nothing new to the 
table but serves as an entertaining and 
creepy horror flick. 

Clyde (Jeffrey Dean Morgan) is a fa- 
ther who is trying to spend some time 
with his two daughters after being sep- 
arated from his wife, Stephanie (Kyra 
Sedgwick). 

One day, his daughter, Em (Natasha 
Calis), finds a box at a yard sale which 
contains a demon looking to use an in- 
nocent child’s body as a host. 

The script is loosely based on a 
Los Angeles Times article, “A jinx in 
a box?,” about a box that was sold on, 
Ebay and had seemingly brought bad 


luck to its owners. 

While it is an interesting article, the 
film takes the idea and turns it into a 
fairly cliché horror plot. 

Morgan is fantastic as the concerned 
father of a possessed child. His previ- 
ous experience playing a father/demon 
hunter on TV’s “Supernatural” makes 
this film an easy transition for him. 

He easily steals the show from ev- 
eryone else by making the character of 
Clyde feel genuine and dramatic. 

The subtlety of the early scenes in 
the film is what makes it feel -atmo- 
spheric .and truly creepy. The dark 
lighting and the score helps to give it a 
nice spooky tone. 

Unfortunately, later moments in the 
film go for cheap horror movie jump- 
scares and cheap thrills. 

The box itself is the most interesting

element in the film. In the beginning, 
the audience just hears faint voices 
coming from it, but as. the story pro- 
gresses it is revealed that the strange 
relics inside were meant for some sort 
of ritual. 

The pacing of the film is smooth and 
doesn’t throw too much at the audi- 
ence at once. The film slowly builds to 
the climax, which is where the movie 
shines best. 

The film wasn’t without it’s me- 
diocre scenes. Seeing the demon in an 
x-ray was laughably stupid, and Sedg- 
wick’s reaction to it wasn’t nearly ur- 
gent enough. She didn’t seem to care as 


much as a mother should when she sees 
a face in her daughter’s x-ray. 

Very little computer-generated im- 
agery is used in the film, which is nice. 
Someone behind the production must 
have taken note that CGI just isn’t 
scary. 

When CGI was used, the movie cuts 
away from it quickly enough so the au- 
dience isn’t taken out of the moment. 

“The Possession” has its ups and 
downs. It has a fantastic lead ac- 
tor and an interesting story despite 
the tired concept. You can’t ask for 
more from a PG-13 demon possession 
movie.

Despite having the luxury of playing 
its latest tournament at home, the Long 
Beach State women’s volleyball team 
experienced the same fate it saw on the 
road last weekend when it won only one 
of three matches. 


After defeating James Madison 


in straight sets (25-14, 25-21, 25-12) - 


Thursday night in the opener of the 
Long Beach State Mizuno Invitational, 
LBSU was swept away (25-19, 25-20, 
25-21) by San Diego on Friday and fell 
once more (25-23, 18-25, 25-17, 25-16) 
to Wisconsin on Saturday. 

After dropping a close first set to the 
Badgers (5-1) on Saturday night, the 
Beach (2-4): responded in the second 
set and evened the match. LBSU’s mo- 
mentum carried into the third set and 
a 15-12 49er lead forced Wisconsin to 
call for time. 

That’s when bottom fell out for the 
49ers. 

Whatever was said in the Badger 
huddle sank in. Wisconsin returned to 
the court and immediately went on a 
13-2 run to emphatically end the set. 

Wisconsin did not slow in the decid- 
ing set, beginning the frame with a 6-1 
run en route to a 25-16 victory that was 
never close. 

LBSU head coach Brian Gimmillaro 
said the most important thing his young 
players ¢an gain in the absence of two 
key starters (middle blockers Haleigh 
Hampton and Alma Serna) are experi- 
ence and action at full match speed.
